It also 
decided that the present rules are 
broad enough in their scope to allow 
the majority to proeeed in the manner 
indicated.

DEMOCRACY AND THE CHINESE BILL. 


In conversation with a correspond- 
ent this afternoon, Wills, of Kentucky, 
said: None of us oppose the prin- 
ciples of the bill, though we want to 
see if we cannot make the exclusion 
fifteen instead of ten years. Our idea 
was, as Congress said twenty, and the 
President advises ten, we would com- 
promise on fifteen years. Then, ugain, 
we are against emasculating the regis- 
trat ion clause in the bill, as is provided 
to do by the modified bill. We would 
not oppose any of these things if we 
were not successful, and would join in 
the vote for the bill, but we felt that 
we had a right to get one or two 
votes while it was being considered, 
so as to giveall a chance to make what- 
ever record they desired to make. 
Without having that privilege we are 
being put in the false light of oppos- 
ing the bill when we are not opposed 
to it, but want to make it stronger. 
The filing of the report, however, will 
give us a chance to explain our posi- 
tion, and it is possible, when the time 
to vote comes, all the Democrats will 
be found willing to vote for the bill. 
It is no disclosure of the secrets of the 
committee to say that we divided po- 
litically in our reports.” 

WHAT THE MINERS THINK.

REAGAN'S RAILROAD BILL. 


The House Committee on Commerce 
have been hearing, off and on, argu- 
ments on the question of regulating 
railroad traffic for nearly three months. 
They will, it is said, 2 adversely on 
what is known as the Reagan bill, and 
in its place report a bill turning the 
entire management and regulation of 
the railroads, as far as the Government 
is concerned, to a standing commission 
which will have full power to detér- 
mine all questions in regard to freight 
an uger rates, and all other 
questions that may arise in the super- 
vision of railroads. As far as can be 
learned, the railroad corporations like 
this plan much better than the Reagan 
bill, which proposed to govern their 
operations by law.

The Flood StiM Continues. 
Bayou Sara, April 14.—The break 
at Chandler's, on the old river, three 
miles above Red River Landing, is 400 
feet wide. From that place to Hog's 
Point there are thirty crevasses from 
50 to 400 feet wide. At New Iberia 
especially the situation is appalling. 
The storm swept away forty houses at 
Jaizee Point, and the loss of stock, 
crops, ctc., is enormous. At New 
Iberia all the establishments on Bayou 
river are overflowed and also many 
houses heretofore considered safe. At 
least fifteen hundred persons in Iberia 
parish are left without shelter and sup-

The “Norval” Burned at Sea. 

San Francisco, April 15.—The 
bark Henry Buck arrived here to-day 
from Honolulu, bringing information 
that the British ship Norval, loaded 
with coal and bound for San Fran 
cisco from Hull, was burned at sea on 
the 4th of March, in latitude 13° 30 
north, and longitude 120° west. The 
officers and crew took to the ship's 
boats and sailed two thousand miles to 
Hawaii, where they took the steamer 
Like-Like to Honolulu, arriving there 
on the 20th of March. The boat con- 
taining the first officer And. most of 
the crew was still missing when the 
Henry Buck left Honolulu.

Amecricanizing Mexico. 


A thoroughly American city has been 
laid out in the State of Chiapas, Mex- 
ico. The site is a beautiful plateau of 
land, through which runs a never-fail- 
ing stream of mountain spring water, 
clear as crystal, full of fish, and afford- 
ing power for any amount of manufac- 
turing machinery at an altitude of three 
thousand feet above the sea level, on 
the line of the Mexican Southern rail- 
road. It is called Allen City. Around 
the city are laid out and taken up 
twenty-four coffee farms, each touch- 
ing the city plat. There will be over 
three million coffee trees in nursey 
cultivation at this place within the 
coming year, all to be transplanted and 
raised to bearing within the next four 
years. All goods, stores and supplies. 
agricultural implements, machinery, 
building material and furniture for the 
colonists are exempt from duty; also 
all exports and imports of productions 
of the country and stock for work or 
breeding purposes, are exempt for ten 
years. The colonists thus far are from 
California.

IMMIGRANTS AND WHY THEY COME. 


The year 1881 witnessed the largest 
immigration ever known to this coun- 
try, and the figures are surprising, and 
the increase in the last three years i- 
astonishing. The figures are as fol- 
lows: 


457,257 
˙ ²ʃ˙ 659,354 


Of this number there were from the 
countries in Europe 442,097, and from 
different parts of the American Con- 
tinent 142,225. The arrivals were 
principally at the following customs 
districts: 
332.495 


2 — 133,227 
40,517 
Philadeiphia 27,057 
San Francisco 8,068 


This immense addition to our popu- 
lation, leaving out the Asiatic portion, 
has been of great advantage to us, as 
the growing business of the country 
has readily absorbed it all, and given a 
fair remuneration to those who have 
sought our shores ſor a home. A 
writer, assuming that each new-comer 
has in his brain and muscle a power 
equal to a capital of $1,000 each, cal- 
culates we have had added to us in 
this line the sum of $720,000,000, and 
as they have brought in cash on an 
average of $85 per head we have an 
udditional money increase of over 
$61,000,000. This accounts largely 
for the good times and activity and 
expansion noticeable on the routes of 
travel and in the localities patronized 
by the emigrants. 

In investigating the causes which 
have operated to induce so many peo- 
ple to leave Fatherland, much of in- 
terest is learned, and our native born 
inhabitants may gather from it cause 
for thankfulness that their lines have 
been cast in pleasant places. The 
investigation will show that of 
our immigrants in 1881, 210,488 were 
from Germany, a people we have been 
taught to believe were generally well- 
to-do. And it is found that poor wages 
and heavy taxation was the motive 
power that drove this multitude to our 
shores. The exodus of so many peo- 
ple led to an investigation in Minden, 
Westphalia, and it was found that the 
agriculturist is there taxed from ten 
to twelve per cent. of his income. And 
the Chamber of Commerce was fain to 
say in its report of the situation: “Hus 
the German Empire been founded tor 
the purpose of driving forth its citi- 
zens into exile?” One writer says ag- 
ricultural laborers are paid only twen- 
ty-five to thirty-seven cents per day 
with board. The result of this is to 
decrease agricultural operations until 
Germany has become an importer of 
breadstuffs. 

The anxiety to get away from the 
country is very great, and the ports of 
exit are crowded at times, and the peo- 
ple unable to get entertainment. On 
one day iu 1881 four steamers sailed 
from Bremen, bringing four thousand 
and six of these willing exiles. An 
American consul describes the exciting 
scenes preceding an embarkation: “The 
streets are crowded with these people 
to such an extent that they cannot find 
lodgings at night; the police authori- 
ties have frequently to care for them, 


not because they have no money, but 
that all the lodging houses are full. 


They cannot afford to wait here, and 
they crowd into the Lloyd Company’s 
and kneel before and kiss the hands of 
the managers, praying with Galetti 
eyes to be taken on board.“ 

And it is a remarkable fact that the 
exportation of wheat from this country 
has contributed to this exodus, in re- 
ducing the profits of the German 
farmer. Says a writer: ‘Reduction 
of freight on German railways has so 
cheapened wheat from the United 
States that in 1880, for the first time, 
the poor found it cheaper to eat bread 
made of American flour than their 
own rye bread. Up to 1879, wheat 
was twenty-five per cent dearer than 
rye; in 1880 there was little or no dif- 
ference in price between them. By 
competition German food-producers 
are kept down to barely living prices. 
indeed the peasant owning a farm of 
less than twenty-eight acres must have 
other resources in order to exist; hence 
factory employment is the main sup- 
port of the peasant farmer. But at 
what wages! In the corset manufac- 
tories, women and children work ten 
hours per day for six dollars and fifty 
cents per month, and expert weavers, 
working eleven and twelve hours, are 
paid seventeen or eighteen dollars per 
month.“ 

Hungary has contributed largely to 
swell the numbers of immigrants ac- 
credited to Germany. And in speak- 


ing of the influences which sent! well 


quote above says: ‘The suffering 
among the poor was so extreme early 
in 1880, that the Government. pro- 


‘vided temporary relief by giving em- 


ployment on public works. In the 
district of Zemlin, the people assem- 
bled in May, 1880, praying that this 
work might be resumed and men, 
women and children gladly toiled for 
the pittance of thirteen, nine and five 
cents per day. Laborers were in some 
places so weakened by destitution as 
to be unable to lift stones: weighing 
ten pounds!” ~ 

From labor so poorly requited it is 
no wonder the people flee. And for- 
tunately for us and the immigrants, 


our immense expanse of country and 


our extension of railroads readily 
absorbs all the industrial emigration 
that comes to us without at all im- 
poverishing our resident population, 
and the cry is rather for more than 
less. The country yet calls for more 
labor to open its mines, build its roads, 
manufacture its raw material and till 
the millions of yet untouched acres. 
And if intelligent, law abiding whites 
come by the million, they will be wel- 
come. 


THE BUSINESS TO TEACH THE BOY. 


Shall we learn the boy a business 
that will make him as nearly as possi- 
ble self-supporting, or shall we leave 
him a creature of circumstances, and 
compel him to beat about the world 
hunting for some one with more enter- 
prise and brains than himself to hire 
him tu-day that he may have money 
to buy the bread for the wants of to- 
morrow? Inthe query we put there 
is much involved. The temporal wel- 
fare of the lad for his life time, and 
that of his descendants to the third 
generation, and also that of the com- 


‘munity in which he may reside, is in- 


fluenced by the decision taken in 
electing the dad's -avocation for u 
livelihood. 

There is something radically wrong 
in the society that makes semi-paupers 
and beggars of two-thirds of its mem- 
bers. The average mechanic and 
laborer is a daily dependent upon the 
county or management of some fellow 
human being, and is less independent 
than the Indians of the Pacific Coast, 
for the former rarely lay up anything 
for the “rainy day,” while the latter 
do. A commercial crisis sends the 
former to the poor-house, but the 
latter fall back upon their dried fish, 
acorns and mesquit beans, and with 
well-filled stomachs smile at the trou- 
bles of their more intelligent but less 
provident pale-faced friends. 

Now we do not wish it to be under- 
stood that we would turn the wheels 
back and substitute savages for our 
present social life, but we would sug- 
gest there is a happy medjum between 
the two conditions that it would be 
profitable to find and try to abide in. 
A first and continually recurring 
want is food, and it is little 


else that the average man _ succeeds 
in obtaining, und the point our present 


effort aims at is the question if it 
would not be far better to let the boy 
learn to labor directly for his food than 
to chain him to the wheels of a corpo- 
ration and enslave him for life, mak- 
ing him a dependent for his bread 
upon the whims and caprices of an- 
other. 

We raise the question underlying 
our crude expressions in the hope ot 
attracting the attention of parents to 
this matter of great moment to their 
offspring. We are interested in the 
discussion from having been always a 
toiler-and can appreciate the difficul- 
ties of our class, and sympathize with 
those who are suffering from the disa- 
bilities of misdirected labor. And 
were we to advise a parent in the edu- 
crtion of his boy, it would be to urge 
him to engage in a business that will 
make him self-supporting as far as 
possible..

Hill favored 
a continuance of the protectional sys- 
tem. 

NO KELIEF FOR FITZ JOHN PORTER. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The Attor- 
ney-General in the Fitz John Porter 
case has rendered an opinion that the 
President has no power to reverse the 
proceeding: of the Court Martial, con- 
firmed by an Executive, consequently 
he can give Porter no relief. The 
President may pardon Porter and 
release him from disability to hold 
office, but cannot restore him to his 
rank in the army. 


THE MASON CASE. 


It is understood when the Mason 
case comes before the Supreme Court 
on a petition for habeas corpus, the 
Attorney-General will challenge the 
tight of the court to take original jur- 
isdiction on the ground that the ques- 
tion could — be brought to that 
court on appeal.

PETROLEUM AS FUEL. 


An Experiment on an Eastern Road 
—Edwards’ Carbon Burner. 


Experiments have been going on for 
some r-gnths past with a view of sub- 
stituting crude petroleum for coal as 
fuel for locomotives. An exhibition of 
the practicability of this invention was 


given March 22d, upon the Long Island 
railroad, by a locomotive drawing two 
assenger cars loaded with excursion- 
ists, among whom was the venerable 
Peter Cooper, who climbed upon the 
locomotive, examined the apparatus, 
and listened to an explanation from 
Wm. D. Dickey, the inventor, with as 
deep an interest as any one present. 
The experiment furnished strong evi- 
dence ,that with a properly de- 
signed “boiler or furnace, petroleum 
may be successfull used as 
a fuel upon railroads. The foregoing is 
from the American Machinist and with 
reference to which Mr. E. A. Edwards 
states that the burner used on that 
occasion was discarded by him over a 
year ago as impracticable, and that 
without doubt the burner recently 
1 by him is far superior to it. 
t is with 4 pleasure, by the way, 
that the calls attention to the 
announcement in our afternoon dis- 
22 which states that a patent has 
en issued to E. A. Edwards, of Los 
Angeles, for his hydro-carbon burner.

The Colony of Pasadena—The 1 
Mission San Gabriel. 

A correspondent of the San Jose Mer- 
cury writing from this county has the 
following: 

Los Axons, April 12, 1882. 

Eprron Mercury: A few words from 
the South may be of interest to the 
Mercury readers. Pasadena, a neigh- 
boring settlement to Los Angeles, is 
owned by the Indiana Land Company 
and the Lake Vineyard Company. It 
comprises about eight thousand acres of 
land, and is laid off in lots of ten and 
fifteen acres, with wide streets and 
avennes, and surrounded with cypress 
hedges. There are about one thousand 
people already in the settlement, and 
they represent nearly every nation. 
The houses are all good, and 
most of the land well improved. Our 
worthy friend, Ben Ward, and his 
mother, have a beautiful home—forty 
acres planted in oranges, grapes, and 
various varieties of fruits. Ben is 
looking hale and hearty, is as full of 
fun as ever, and when your correspond- 
ent saw him last was engaged in orna- 
menting the handles of a garden plow. 
The land has to be irrigated. The 
colony has a fine public school, two 
churches, and two hotels that are 
always filled with people in search of 
pleasure or health. It is a temperance 
place, and he who dves not belong, to 
the temperance society would be wise 
to emigrate from the settlemeut. Straw- 
berries are in market now, and as fine 
ones are produced here as are grown 
anywhere in the world. But to linger 
tov long in one place is monotonous. 

THE OLD MISSION. 

Passing along between this and the 
old Mission San Gabriel,one finds many 
small, comfortably improved farms. The 
people are principally English, thrift 
and industry are everywhere evinced, 
and the region seems to be pervaded 
with a spirit of happiness and content. 
The quiet old Mission, with its ancient 
church and moss-grown walls, takes one 
back to an age gone by. There are 
about a bundred inhabitants, and only 
one white family in the place. The one 
white man is a blacksmith, and ali other 
business is run“ by the Mexicans. 
There are several gin-shops and stores 
where whisky and ‘‘jerky’’ are sold. An 
old-fashioned funeral, with the coffin 
carried on a bier, added to the ancient 
appearance of the little old Spanish 
town. Only about enough grain is 
raised in this section of the county for 
home consumption.
